•with, a fact finding taHff commission 
free from executive interference; re- 
ciprocal tariff agreements -with other 
nations: and an international economic 
conference • designed to restore inter- 
national trade and facilitate 
ex- 


change."' 
The Republican platform describes the • 


party as "the staunch, supporter of the 
American system of a protective tariff," 
describes the deplorable conditions that 
•would exist "were the tariff removed and 
"announces that "the greatest and richest 
" market in-the world," that is the Ameri- 


can market, belongs first to American 
-agriculture, industry and labor. 


A tariff measure is quite impossible 


to pass "without creating a cause for end- 
less debate if not just criticism. This 
arises because it covers several thousand 
different items "and treats each article 
in its 
raw, 
semi-manufactured 
and 


manufactured state, always with an eye, 
theoretically at least, upon the effect that 
will result to American labor and insti- 
tutions by the charge fixed upon it. 


It must be conceded, as the Republican 


platform claims that: 'It is unavoidable 
that some of the rates established by leg- 
islation should, even at the time of their 
enactment, be too low or too high." It 
is likewise unavoidable that rates should 
be altered, sometimes even from month 
to month, and certainly from year to year, 
as conditions of trade, world supplies, and 
conditions^of manufacture abroad alter. 


Each party therefore supports a tariff 


commission authorized to keep careful 
watch over the world changes that make 
prevailing tariff schedules either fair or 
unfair, the Republican party insisting that 
the power be given to the president, 
after investigation by this impartial com- 
mission and in accordance with prescribed 
principles, to modify the rates named by 
the congress; the Democratic party in- 
sisting that this power be given to the 
commission without any authority in the 
president. 


Thus the matter reduces itself almost 


to a bare debate. 


So much for principles, purposes and 


the instrumentalities employed to accom- 
plish desired ends.- 


But the matter before the country per- 


tains to the Hawley-Smoot bill passed 
under the command and dictatorship of 
Senator Grundy, and acquiesced in by 
the president. 


That measure 
seems to have been 


passed in blindness to world realities and 
as a. defiance by America of the opin- 
ions, cares or problems'of mankind. 


We have seen that it is simply im- 


possible for us to keep our entire home 
market and take a lion's share of world 
markets. 
Life always is composed of 


mutual factors. He who expects to take 
and .never give lias a strange conception 
of existence. Carefully must the home 
inarket be treasured, zealously must it 
be guarded, not in the attitude of the 
miser who sees only the advantage of the 
gold in hand and loves it for itself alone, 
but in the spirit of him. who can see ad- 
vantages too in home distribution of 
world commerce upon the basis of merit 


• and not alone of power. 


Although recent figures are affected 


everywhere by prevailing conditions we 
find that the Hawley-Smoot bill reduced 
our imports by §2,300,000,000 which was 
supposed to be to the advantage of 
Americ<.n labor; but during the same 
period we reduced our exports $2,800,- 
000,000, and cut that much off the tasks 
labor had to perform. And how much 
did it affect the farmer? 
As soon as 


unemployment was lessened, there was 
a decreased consumption in the domestic 
market of the very agricultural products 
which the Hawley-Smoot bill assumed to 
protect. 


And while the claim that we must 


protect our hom.% a&arfet for our own 


people is a meritorious one, like all other 
rules of life it must be so enforced as not 
to debilitate that home market itself. 


The tariff is always going to be a 


touchy matter in American politics. It 
has already been sweepingly changed too 
often. 
Constant change makes for an 


uncertainty in business that is unhealthy. 


But one thing is quite certain: The 


rates should not be changed by congress. 
They should be changed by a commission 
after careful study and with the consent 
of the president who is directly responsi- 
ble to the people for the conditions that 
may ensue. 


For forty-years at least, and probably 


ever since tariffs were first mentioned in 
American politics, each tariff measure 
passed has been the result of stupendous 
log-rolling, resulting in the construction 
of a crazy-quilt. Industries were "pro- 
tected" most which brought the greatest 
amount of pressure to bear and whose 
stories were told by the smoothest-toned 
voices. 


Both parties apparently see the ab- 


surdity of such 3. course. 


COMMUNISM SPREADING IN CHINA 


Communism, is reported to be spread- 


ing in China. Some observers predict 
that this governmental procedure or a 
modification of it, coupled with Japanese 
aggression, may constitute the road to 
Chinese unity and stable government. 


At present all of Kiangsi Province 


except the territory south to Nanchang, 
and two-thirds of the provinces of Fukien, 
Hunan and Hupeh are held by Commun- 
ists. Thus this movement, 'centering in 
the mountain provinces-where the*"-Iack 
of roads or railroads makes military op- 
erations extremely difficult, is moving 
eastward. 


The Nationalist government has been 


striving desperately to overcome this 
growing movement. 
Military measures 


have not proved effective in holding it in 
check. Last year General Chiang Kai- 
shek operated against the Communists at 
a cost of about $45,000,000 and the only 
results were one hundred thousand cas- 
ualties and many desertions to the Reds. 
One whole division deserted, taking guns, 
munitions and supplies. This year, with 
three armies under 'his command, General 
Chiang has made still less -progress and 
only recently, on August 3, two more 
divisions deserted. 


Chinese communism has so far fallen 


short of attaining Russian standards. It 
has the Soviet governmental structure but 
-has 
found it impossible to overcome the 


strong individuality of the people and 
then- love of the family unit. The prin- 
ciple has been applied mostly to the dis- 
tribution of land among the peasants, with 
no community of goods except in cases of 
loot from newly conquered territory. 


Communism has found fruitful soil 


among the masses who-have been living 
under almost intolerable conditions. Back 
of it is no great ideal or program. Thus 
far it is a revolt against misery and pov- 
erty, blindly grasped as a creed which 
will lead the way out of chaos. " - 


Now that virtually every leader of the 


Chinese Nationalist government has xe- 
signed in protest against North China's 
policies of nonresistance to Japanese ag- 
gression in Manchuria, General Chiang 
Kai-shek appears to be the. man of the 
hour in preserving the present Nanking 
government and possibly the republic. 


With the Japanese threatening to ex- 


tend their military operations still fur- 
ther to the south beyond the Great Wail; 
with Shanghai reported to be a hotbed 
of Communists who stand ready to blow 
off the lid at the first favorable moment; 
and with waves of communism rolling 
in from the hinterland, depleting and de- 
moralizing his armies, General Chiang 
faces a collossal job. 


MORE IDEA'S FBOM IOWA'S CORN- 


FIELDS 


Farmers in Iowa are striking for high- 


er prices for their produce. A call went 
out from the Farmers' Holiday associa- 
tion to withhold, beginning August 8, all 
farm products from the market for thirty 
days, hoping by this means to assist Sup- 
ply in its unequal battle with arrogant 
Demand. It is announced as entirely a 
voluntary movement, with expectation 
that it will spread into neighboring states. 


Iowa farmers, seeking a way out of 


their dilemma, at least have the courage 
of initiative. Another farm group of that 
state has been carrying on an energetic 
campaign to stimulate buying, then- argu- 
ment being that business would loosen up 
if people who could afford to buy things 
would buy them. They set an example 
by agreeing to buy long-needed farm 
equipment, and are doing so. 


By this sellers' strike they hope to 


force buyers of farm products to a greater 
realization of their values. Dairymen are 
expected to feed their milk to the hogs 
and chickens and poultry raisers must eat 
then- eggs or destroy them. Nothing is 
to leave the farm. 


Were 
every farmer in the United 


States to follow this plan for thirty days 
there would come a swift and poignant 
realization of what farm crops mean to 
the wealth of the nation. 


As this Iowa plan works out it will 


probably prove, due to lack of concerted 
action, to have no other effect than calling 
to the attention of the general public 
the plight of agriculture. 


But it jhows that Iowa farmers are 


astir with ideas, apparently having a mind 
to do things. Nestling in the cornfields 
billowed by the summer breezes there 
lurks a spirit that demands action and 
plenty of it, a "spiritus foment!," so to 
speak, that also has a nowerful kick.

Wear on Carpets 


Machine Wears Out Fabric 


In Single Day, Repro- 


ducing Work of Years 


Washington—3>!— The years of 


countless steps that gradually -wear 
out carpets are crowded into a 
single day by a machine developed 
at the U. S. Bureau of Standards. 


It will wear out a sample of car- 


pet completely in a few hours in- 
stead of a generation by producing 
at high speed exactly the same 
stresses and strains on the fibers 
that result from years of walking, 
scraping and scuffing. 


A machine that takes so many 
"steps" in so short a time wfll be 
useful in showing how and why 
various kinds of carpet materials 
wear out and how they can be bet- 
ter built to resist wear, it is report- 
ed by H. F. Schiefer and A. S. Best 
scientists of the Bureau. 


The new device does not actually 


put on a pair of shoes and walk 
rapidly over the carpet until it is 
worn out but it has exactly that ef- 
fect on the carpet they explain. 


When a person walks over a car- 


pet the soles of his shoes bend the 
fibers of the "pile" forward and 
backward, push them downward, 
and twist them slightly sideways. 
The carpet-testing machine does the 
same thing. It speeds up this wear 
by subjecting the carpet to contin- 
uous "walking." 


A circular piece of the carpet to 
be tested is tacked to a roundTturn- 
table. Two wheels with sole leather 
"tires" rest on the surface of the 
carpet. The turntable is pressed 
against the wheels with about 150 
pounds pressure, the weight of an 
average man. 


One wheel Is turned by a motor 


ha turn causing the turntable and its 
carpet sample to revolve.
